Among the major events was the 150th celebration 
Homecoming on May 13, attended by roughly 250 alumni, 
former faculty and both past and current parents. 


The centrepiece of the day, which included senior boys 
rugby, was the unveiling of the commemorative 150" an- 
niversary sculpture by artist Mitchell Kotansky, Class of 
1980, accompanied by Head of School Michael Wolfe. 


The sculpture, located behind Colby Hall, 
features a boy and a girl student 
sitting on a bench, 

together but not 
interacting, though 
their hands on the 
bench point to each 
other, their heads 
slightly raised and sit- 
ting as if they are about 
to stand. 


“Mitch is a master 
craftsman, so when we 
were thinking of ways to 
recognize and celebrate 
the 150" anniversary of our 
school, Mitch immediately 
came to mind,” 
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said Mr. Wolfe at the unveiling. “Mitch was the perfect 
person to do this not just because of his incredible 
talent, but also because he lived the experience of a 
Stanstead College student. He was able to recall what 
it was like to be here, especially as a new student, with 
all of the attendant fear, wonder, shock and excitement. 
He walked in those shoes - both as a nervous new kid 
and also as a veteran Spartan.” 


Shortly after the unveiling, the B Sharps - Andrew Blair, 
Erik Van Dyke, Maxime Boulay and Duane Liverpool - 
guided the crowd in singing of the school song. 


Those who stayed on campus enjoyed a reception in 
the Student Centre led by Advancement Associate 
Emily Marosi. 


The night ended in Montreal at the Chateau Champlain 
for the 150" Gala Celebration with roughly 250 in at- 
tendance. Incoming Head of School Joanne Carruthers 
emceed the event with the help of Director of Advance- 
ment Jesse McRae. 


The evening began with a speech from Matthew Watt 
'99 recognizing Michael Wolfe, head of school, as he 
approached his retirement, noting in particular how 
Mr. Wolfe fostered positive relations, whether with the 
local town council or individual parents in China. 


“In short,” he said, “the Stanstead College brand has never 
been more reputed, and the school is in the best financial 
shape in its history. Mike also deserves credit for keep- 

ing culture war issues out of the classroom and the focus 
on substantive education. His legacy, quite simply, is an 
enduring example of boarding school done right.”

The guests then heard from teacher Matthew Thompson, 
president of the Stanstead College Association of Teach- 
ers, who spoke warmly about the quality of his colleagues, 
starting from the day he arrived at Stanstead in 2012.

to Stanstead goes against the laws of migration that | 
teach in my Grade 12 Human Geography class,” he joked, 
“but what the laws of migration can’t speak to is the 
people within a place.” 


Singling out veterans such as Andre Simard, Erik Van 
Dyke and Carmen Campbell along with past faculty 
such as Brian Denney, the Duncans, the Elliots and the 
Tellings, Mr. Thompson expressed gratitude for the wis- 
dom they provided him. 


“It was clear that on top of their jobs, it was their 
responsibility to pass on knowledge to the next genera- 
ion of faculty and staff that makes Stanstead College 
uch a memorable space,” he said.

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Michael Wolfe ended the night with an inside look on 
the newest project: “Phillio’s Way” a walkway on campus 
dedicated to former board chair and longtime director 
and trustee Philip Webster. (Read more about Philip 
Webster’s legacy on Page 30.) 


“Philip Webster has done more for Stanstead College 
over the past 50 years than anyone | can think of,” 

said Mr. Wolfe. “He has influenced, led and strength- 
ened every aspect of our school - finance, governance, 
campus construction and renovations, scholarships, 
alumni and international activities. He has worked 
tirelessly on a strictly voluntary basis to solidify the 
present and ensure the future of Stanstead College.”

Noting the long history of Webster family involvement 
with Stanstead College, Mr. Wolfe rhymed off

board chair and chair of the Red & White Foundation. 


“Philip always earns the respect of everyone he works 
with because of a simple method: his personal example. 
He leads by being himself,” he said. “As years pass, 

| appreciate and value his friendship more and more. 

| can only hope and pray that | have had half as much 
influence on young people as he has had on me.” 


To honour Mr. Webster’s many contributions, the school 
is building what will be called “Philip's Way.” Located 
behind LeBaron Hall, a pathway will stretch from the 
gate by Cowen House to Colby Hall's library doors. 

An in-ground plaque sporting the school crest and the 
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words “Philip’s Way” will be found in the centre of the 
path. The walkway will be paired with a circular green 
space in front of the Student Centre and Model School. 
The garden will feature the bell from the original school 
building, which burned down in 1938. The bell currently 
resides in the Heart. 


The official opening of Philip’s Way will take place at 
Homecoming 2024. 


For those who couldn't come to campus, Stanstead 
College took the party on the road, with 150" alumni 
reunions around the globe, including in Ottawa, Toronto, 
Tokyo, Halifax, Cologne, Mexico City, Seoul, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Vancouver, Boston and New York. 


Not to be left out, students enjoyed a number of events 
on campus to mark the special year. These included a 
private performance by the Painchaud Family at the 
Haskell Opera House, an evening of acrobatic music and 
comedy. The performance was a gift to the school by a 
Stanstead family. 


The Lunar New Year was celebrated with a performance 
by a Montreal lion dance troupe followed by a martial 
arts demonstration.

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and Enhancing Student Life 


Stanstead College began this 
school year with a new Junior 
Study Skills Program that lays 

the groundwork for young students 
to succeed in the upper grades. 


Program was developed to helo new and returning 
junior students with basic organization and time 
managements skills,” says Head of Humanities Graham 
Chandler, who is spearheading the project. 


There are multiple components for this program. Briefly, 
all students in Grades 7 through 9 are required to have 
and use an agenda; work is organized in binders; Mon- 
day morning “homerooms” review the week ahead; and 
no computers are allowed during the first half of study. 


In addition, for the first month of the year, all junior 
boarding students attended supervised evening study 
in Pierce Hall. Each session began with a brief lesson on 
study skills (note-taking, binder organization, test prep, 
etc.) before students proceeded with their homework 
and studying with teachers on hand to offer support. 


The program has proven successful and will be repeated 
next year. 


“Stanstead College is a busy place, so our interest in 
assisting students initially was to introduce an agenda 
for their academic commitments, athletic events, social 
activities, and personal interests,” says Mr. Chandler. 
“The correlation between academic success and 
the productive use of an agenda is a strong one, so 
we are happy to see so many students benefit from 
their dedicated approach as well as their strong 
academic achievements.” 


n addition, we are focusing on developing the whole 
student by having all Grade 9 students participate in 


the Duke of Edinburgh bronze award program. The 
goal of the program is to challenge students outside 
of the classroom in several areas. Through community 
involvement, learning new skills, goal setting and push- 
ing personal limits, students are encouraged to explore 
hidden talents and personal resources. 


This program started in September 2023 with all 
students taking part in a two-day hiking and camping 
trip to Mont Mégantic to fulfil the “adventurous 
journey” pillar. Other pillars include community service, 
physical recreation, and develooment of a skill. So far 
this year our Grade 9s have volunteered in the follow- 
ing areas: campus kitchen, childcare, cancer awareness 
fundraising initiatives, timing for athletics, community 
learn-to-skate program, yard work, ushering at the 
school play and holiday carol service and community 
service through clubs (local seniors home or our local 
elementary schools). 


Also new is a residence-based campus life curriculum 
that focuses on responsibility, perseverance, working 
through problems with roommates, and so on, each 
month built around a theme. 


Finally, all students are enrolled in REACH, a student 
management platform that was launched on campus 
this fall. Using the REACH app, students sign in and out 
for all leaves off campus and to various locations on 
campus. Overnight and long weekend leave requests are 
submitted by the student, and then sent to the parent 
and house director for approval. All staff and faculty can 
quickly check a student’s whereabouts at any time, as 
well as look back on all past leave history, meal atten- 
dance and sign outs. 


“This platform has been especially helpful when plan- 
ning for long weekends and breaks and assuring that 
proper leave permissions are in place prior to a student's 
departure from campus,” says Monica Schaffer, director 
of student life.

at Final Baccalaureate 


Michael Wolfe took the opportunity of his final Baccalaureate 
and Prize-Giving Service to look back on his career and thank 


the many people who worked alongside him during his 
18 years as head of school. 


Outgoing Head of School Michael Wolfe presented daughter Hayley 


with her Grade 11 Quebec diploma. 


“I've had an incredibly rewarding experience and it’s my 
hope that | leave this great institution a little bit better 
than when | started and that | helped a few people along 
the way,’ he said to students, faculty and parents at the 
service, which was held for the first time in the 

Pat Burns Arena. 


The move to the arena was to accommodate the 
especially large student body and to allow all family 
members to attend, the Baccalaureate having outgrown 
its traditional location at Centenary Church. The arena 
was transformed with black drapery, lighting and sound 
and raised platform in front of the players’ benches. 


But it was close to being a disaster. In preparation for 
putting the ice back in after the ceremony, the service 
company for the arena was in to do some maintenance 
on the compressors - and left them on. For 12 hours, 
those compressors began flooding the arena that had 
been set up for Baccalaureate. 


“The place became a tropical rainforest,” said incom- 
ing Head of School Joanne Carruthers at the start of 
the ceremony. “Thanks to the dedicated team we have 
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working in maintenance, housekeeping and the arena, 
the next 24 hours were dedicated to regrouping and 
doing their best to dry everything out. So our best 
laid plans were not perfectly executed, but if nothing 
else in the last three years, we've certainly learned to 
be flexible.” 


There were 71 graduates in the Grade 12 Class of 2023. 
Graduates received offers from many post-secondary 
institutions, including 28 Canadian, 36 U.S. and 5 in- 
ternational schools across 6 provinces, 17 states and 5 
countries. Nearly 40 percent of the class chose majors in 
science, engineering or health, with roughly 30 percent 
each choosing majors in social sciences or business. 


Prior to presenting diplomas and prizes to the 
graduating class and other students, there were more 
opportunities to thank Mr. Wolfe for his contributions 
to the school. 


“Mr. Wolfe has guided the school for the past 18 years 
with great devotion and skill,” said Board Chair Jonathan 
Cowen. “He has made my job an easy one. It was a real 
pleasure to work with Mike. We always seemed to agree 


on the big issues and got things done. | will certainly 
miss our phone calls and our conversations. | do wish 
him every success in his future endeavours.” 


Longtime friend and associate Dugie Ross outlined Mr. 
Wolfe’s many accomplishments but singled out the con- 
nections he made with students. 


“He realizes that educating young people is more than a 
good report card, and he has always been willing to give a 
student a second chance,” said Mr. Ross. “It is the realiza- 
tion that children mature at different speeds and that one 
size does not fit every student. | was reminded of this on 
numerous occasions when Mike and | participated at dif- 
ferent alumni events around the world. Many times, alumni 
would acknowledge the appreciation they felt towards 
Mike for helping them along as they found their way.”

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Its the nature of a school 
community that teachers come 
and teachers go. But rare is the 
teacher whose impact is felt years, 
even decades later. 


This past September, Stanstead College had the privi- 
lege to honour Peter Boyd, who was a biology teacher 
as well as a track and hockey coach between 1962 and 
1983. The highlight of the day was the dedication of the 
varsity boys hockey locker room in his name. 


The Day to Honour Peter Boyd was the brainchild of 
Steve Mitchell ’71 who approached the Advancement 
Office about organizing the overdue tribute. 


In fact, Mr. Boyd, who also worked in admissions dur- 
ing his tenure, was the first person Steve met when he 
toured the school with his mother in 1967. “You could 
tell he was very passionate about the school,” said Steve 
at the September tribute. When his mother asked what 
he thought about the school, he replied, “Well, if every 
teacher is as passionate about their job as Mr. Boyd, lm 
interested in attending.” 


Peter’s enthusiasm and energy were recurring themes 
during the tribute, which drew former students and col- 


leagues from across his two decades at the school. Nigel

Lester ’68 recalled being a hockey player under Coach 
Boyd’s guidance. 


“It was always fun, but especially fun when your team 
had a passion to win, and under Coach Boyd, we had 
that passion,” said Nigel, who described the locker room 
as a place of learning and inspiration. 


Steve Mitchell noted that Mr. Boyd loved the thrill of 
competition - “He walked faster at school on game day,” 
he said - but it was never about winning and losing. 

“It was about winning and learning.”

Peter’s former student and later colleague Brian Denney 
(1964) read the tribute he wrote for the plaque that now 
graces the locker room: 


“Throughout his twenty-year career at Stanstead, Peter 
Boyd epitomized all the qualities that made him a most 
valuable member of the faculty. His approach to all 
aspects of school life was marked by his loyalty, dedica- 
tion and passion. He was loyal to the College and all that 
it stood for. His loyalty remains to this day. In the area of 
academics, Peter was totally dedicated to his students 
and cheered their successes along with them. His pas- 
sion for the school and his students was ever present 
but was perhaps most pronounced in athletics and the 
hockey and track teams that he coached. Peter was 
fiercely competitive and instilled this fire in his players. 
Win or lose, Peter readily shed a tear for great perfor- 
mances, either as a team or as individuals.”

The day also included a pep talk with the varsity boys 
prior to their game, a ceremonial puck drop and the 
presentation of a personalized hockey jersey. 


Mr. Boyd returned to campus this past January to be the 
guest speaker at the Academic Assembly, where he told 
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Coach Boyd in 
the Old Barn. 


the students a little about his path 
to Stanstead, starting as a high 
school student in Lachine, Que. 


“| was not a good student,” he said, 
“but | could run middle distance.” 
His running drew the attention of 
recruiters from Dubuque University in lowa, where he 
applied and was accepted. He planned to be a phys-ed 
teacher but took biology and fell in love with it. 


He also just happened to set records: nine-time lowa 
Conference Individual Champion and three-time Team 
Champion in cross-country and track. He held school 
records in the 800m run until 2021 and the 1,500m run 
until 2016. He was inducted into Dubuque's Hall of Fame 
in 1992. 


After Dubuque, Peter came to Stanstead with his new 
wife Roberta, whom he met at university, to teach 
phys-ed and the new course of biology. His lab, he 
recalled, consisted of a pale of water, two antique 
microscopes and a box of slides. 


He also served as co-director of athletics and developed 
the cross-country running program. He fielded one of the 
best track teams in the Eastern Township and from 1962 
to 1975 coached senior boys hockey. 


“He had an intense stare,” said Steve Mitchell, “intense 
enough to set a room on fire, and a loud, booming, 
thunderous voice that served him well as a coach and 
sometimes in the hallways and in class.” 


Peter left Stanstead at the end of the 1983 school year 
to become head of the Science Department at Pittsfield 
High School in New Hampshire.

From Physics Class t to Oz, 


Janice Wilson O2 
Engineers Her Future 


When Janice Wilson ’02 came to Stanstead College from rural 
Franklin Centre, Quebec, she felt driven to succeed. It simply wasn’t 
clear yet that this drive would eventually lead her to operating her own 
water engineering company in Australia. 


Janice had been a top student at Chateauguay Valley 
Regional High School and a skilled soccer player, but 

she felt unchallenged. Becoming a Grade 11 boarder at 
Stanstead was a bit of a culture shock. (Lights out? 

Are you kidding?) But before long, Janice had made an 
impression and, by Christmas had been named a prefect. 


“For the first time | was like, ‘Wow, these people are 
really interesting, they live in different countries and 

they ve got really cool experiences and done heaps 

of travel, and what are they eating? | don’t know what 
that is. And what TV show are they watching? And why 
can't | understand the language? Ah, there’s captions. 
OK, cool,” Janice recalls. “Having come from a farming 
community, | had never experienced that kind of interna- 
tional flavour before, and it was exactly what | needed 

at 15 or 16.” 


Coming to Stanstead also dropped her into the path of 
Erik Van Dyke, who not only taught her physics but was

also her soccer coach. He also told her, “You're playing 
basketball, that’s how it’s going to go.” (She did, and the 
senior girls won the ETIAC league and playoff champi- 
onship that year.)

Mr. Van Dyke also convinced Janice that she didn't, in 
fact, hate physics.

You’re naturally good at this stuff’ And by 
the end of the year, | had one of the top grades,” she says. 


The following year, he tried convincing her that engi- 
neering was her calling. 


“| was like, ‘Engineers are silly. They have no social skills,” 


she remembers. 


Instead, she enrolled in kinesiology at Dalhousie Univer- 


sity. Within a few weeks, she was bored out of her mind. 


“It’s a busy but rewarding 
existence, she says. Being a 
woman in engineering may be 
more common than 20 years ago, 
but it’s still enough of a rarity.” 


With emails and encouragement from Mr. Van Dyke and 
her former university guidance officer Brian Denney, 
Janice switched to engineering; she quickly failed her 
first structural engineering course.

Janice’s time at Dal led to a water 
research program, which drew on 
her farming background with its 
strict regulations around waste 
management and waterways. This 
in turn led to a master’s program 
constructing wetlands and filters 
in Nova Scotia and doing, as she says, “heaps 
of lab work,” which turned out to be handy. 


“| think there was a bit of blind faith collecting all this 
interesting experience,” she recalls. “It may not have 
made sense at the time, but | kind of had to believe that 
it would be valuable sometime in the future.

as created in 2022. This time with stronger backing and 
ore money for actual salaries, PWHL represents a hope- 
ful future for professional women’s hockey.

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“I hope this league continues for years and years and 
eeps growing the game of hockey,” said Elizabeth 
Giguére '14, who was drafted 28" overall to PWHL 

ew York. “Those little girls playing hockey are able to 
think, ‘Oh my God, | can play in that league!” 


After her one year at Stanstead College, Giguére went on 
to play for CEGEP Limoilou and totaled 176 points in 73 
games. During this time, she represent- 
ed Canada at the U18 World Junior 
Championship, capturing a gold 
medal and Top 3 player of the tourna- 
ment honours. 


The Quebec City native spent 

four years at Clarkson University 
and one year at University of Min- 
nesota Duluth. In her first season 
at Clarkson, the team were NCAA 
national champions. Giguére was 

a finalist twice for the NCAA's the 
Patty Kazmier Award as the top 
female collegiate player and won 
the award in her 2019-2020 season. 


Last season, Giguére played for the Boston Pride in the 
Premier Hockey League (PHL), where she netted 6 goals

between New York and Toronto. The 4-0 win will be one 
she remembers forever. 


“My teammate Ella Shelton scored the first ever PWHL 
goal,” said Giguére. “The whole game had this amazing 
atmosphere. It was crazy to be a part of.” 


Giguére has played 18 games as of March 25 for PWHL 
New York this season wearing #18. On March 10, she 
scored her own first goal against PWHL Boston.

Montreal. After being

“Being drafted felt pretty 
special,” said Poulin-Labelle.

Advanced Placement Seminar and Research courses 
have been added to the curriculum in Grades 10 and 11. 
With the introduction of these two courses, Stanstead 
is now accredited for the College Board AP Capstone 
Diploma. 


Advanced level courses were added in Grade 10 His- 
tory, Grade 10/11 French and Grade 11 Mathematics.

With a Plan 


If you go through the history 
of Stanstead College over 

the past 50 years, a name 
will keep popping up. 
Whether its alumni affairs, 
summer programs, prop- 
erty improvements, finances, 
capital campaigns or anni- 
versary celebrations, Georges 
Beaubien ’68 has had 

his fingerprints all over them.

Georges served as a board chair from 2006 to 2012 and 
since then has been the president of the council of trust- 
ees. That’s how it works; you transition from the top execu- 
tive role to managing the larger body of trustees. This 
coming fall, Dugie Ross (1970) will become the new board 
chair and Jonathan Cowen (1972) will move into the trustee 
president’s position. Georges will stay on as a trustee.

“It's seamless,” says Georges of these transitions as well 
as the institutional memory involved. “It’s almost scary. 
All you have to do is say a couple of words and we go 
right to the moment.” 


Those moments include when Stanstead College was 
an all-boys school. “When | was there, it was just a slight 
edge above a reform school,” he recalls. 


But he also remembers board chairs and trustees 
- people like Don Ross, Eric Webster and Lorne Webster 


- being a presence on campus and taking a real interest 
in the lives of the students and the school. 


“They turned the school around to what it is today,” 
he says. “It was a group effort, of course, but they set 
the lines on the ground for what they wanted it to 
become - a high quality school.”

Their example stuck with young Georges. After graduat- 
ing in 1968 and studying at Bishop’s and Queen's, Georges 
immediately became actively involved in Stanstead, first 


through the Alumni Association in 1970 and, starting in 
1975, as a trustee. He has been a trustee or a director since. 


His tenure as board chair included the campaign that saw 
the Pat Burns Arena and the Mackay Gymnasium. 


Today, he feels the school is exactly as his predecessors 
envisioned, all those years ago. 


“We wanted to have a full school of 285 with people 
waiting and have money in the bank to helo when people 
couldn't manage it,” he says. 


His advice as he moves from the president’s seat to 
continuing as a trustee: have a plan. 


“You've got to write it down and then do whatever you 
have to do to get it done,” he says. “You do those things 
you have to do and you raise the money to do it.”

12 Years as Board Chair 


This coming fall, Jonathan Cowen will steo down as board chair after 
12 years, the longest-serving chair in the school’s history. But it was far 
from a gimme that he would ever hold this position at all. 


When Jonathan left Stanstead in 1972 after five years 


as a student, he attended a few Homecomings early on, 


but, as life gathered steam, he drifted away from the 
school. It was only when it was time for his sons Jeffrey 
‘O9 and later Jason 12 to attend high school that 

he returned to the fold. 


“The school did a lot for me as a student,” he recalls. 
“In September, a lot of kids were dreading going back 
to school. | was always looking forward to it. There was 
really a feeling of a community here, and | wanted my 
boys to experience that.” 


Though it had been 30 years since he’d been involved 
with the school, Jonathan leapt right in when, at the 
behest of then board chair Joseph Levy, he became a 
director and joined the Property Committee. “My dad 
[Stewart Cowen] had been on the board, so | felt a 
connection that way,” he said. “And property was my 
passion more than anything else.” 
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“The school did a lot for me as 

a student,” he recalls... There was 
really a feeling of a community 
here, and I wanted my boys to 
experience that.” 


Very soon, he was chairing the Property Committee, 
just as the College was entering a period of significant 
growth, starting with the Pat Burns Arena. Although 
Jonathan was still working at his company, A&D Prevost 
Inc., an architectural aluminum firm in Richelieu, Que., his 
career was at the point where he was able to regularly 
meet with the architects and contractors. If there was 

a question about the physical aspect of this incredibly 
complex project, Jonathan was the go-to.

Despite the arena being such a major undertaking, there 
was no letting up after it opened in 2011. The school 
infrastructure continued to grow and undergo refurbish- 
ment as Jonathan became board chair in 2012. 


“The needs seemed to present themselves,” he says. 
“We needed a new gym. We were getting to the point 
where we needed a new residence. We needed to do 
something about Davis House. There was a lot of aging 
infrastructure. | would say | latched on to these projects 
and helped drive them forward.” 


Jonathan also credits his wife Judith for making a 
significant contribution in especially the workings of 
these various projects. Judith became a trustee in 2015 
and currently sits on the Property Committee (as does 
Jonathan still). “She’s the one who knows the logistics of 
design, where people walk, how they're going to use the 
space. My strength is in how to actually build it.” 


The Cowens have also been generous benefactors to 
the school over the years, resulting in the new Grade 12 
residence being named in their honour. 


n addition to the new gym, the arena, Cowen House, 
Jonathan's tenure as chair has also seen the construc- 
tion of the new Wellness Centre and Wolfe House, the 
junior girls residence, along with countless building and 
property upgrades. 


When he leaves the post as board chair this coming 
fall, Jonathan will have been the longest serving chair in 
school history. Except for the current year, that tenure 
saw Michael Wolfe as head of school. That much time 
together allowed them to build a strong relationship. 


“| felt my role was to support the school, definitely not 
to run the school in a hands-on sort of way, but if there 
were problems or if Mike wanted to bounce something 
off of somebody, he would give me a call,” he says. 


It's the role he continues to play with current head of 
school Joanne Carruthers. Among the reasons 

he decided to stay on one more year was to aid in 
that transition. 


“| always like to say it’s easier to pull a chain than to push 
a chain, so I’ve tried to be the guiding light and 

let people come to me with questions or for support. 

If you let people do their job, you don’t need to manage 
too much, they'll do the job, and things will take care 

of themselves. Maybe a little nudge once in a while, but 
that’s about it...” 


In addition to the planned things - construction, 
campaigns, anniversaries - every school has its un- 
expected events, and Stanstead College is no excep- 
tion. When the world went into lockdown at the start 
of 2020, the school’s executive met frequently to set 
policy and determine how the College would respond. 


“There’ve been some trying moments where you're 
sort of waiting in trepidation for that phone call, but 
for the most part it’s been good, and working with all 
the people at the school has been just exceptional. 
Everybody seems to be of the same mindset and 
working towards the same goal.” 


Though he is stepping down as chair, Jonathan plans to 
stay on as a director and, in fact, return as chair of the 
Property Committee. 


“Im pleased with the way the school has developed and 
grown,” he says. “| also think we’ve made huge strides 

in terms of academics, with our students now able to 
attend McGill and Concordia. And just the fact that we 
now have 280 kids, but | think that’s probably the max. 
Its now a prestigious school where kids basically are, 

if not guaranteed, pretty sure of getting into some sort 
of university or higher education.”

A Labour of Love

The origin of Philio Webster’s 50-year 
involvement in Stanstead College has 
a lot to do with proximity. 


The Websters have been a part of the College's history 
going back nearly to its beginnings. Andrew D. Webster 
was one of the original trustees when Stanstead 
Wesleyan College was transferred to the Montreal 
Conference of the Methodist Church of Canada in 1876. 
He was followed by his son Senator Lorne C. Webster 
and then his grandson Colin Webster from 1944 to 1950. 


Colin Webster lived in Montreal, travelling to Stanstead 
for board meetings. One day, according to Philip, Colin 
called his younger brother Eric and said, “Eric, lve been 
looking at the map, and Sherbrooke is much closer to 
Stanstead than Montreal, so | want you to take my place 
on the board.” 


Eric did so and later chaired the board of trustees from 
1964 to 1975. 


Eric Webster’s nephew Philip, meanwhile, had earned 
his degree from Princeton and then the Harvard School 
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of Design and had recently settled in Massawippi. In the 
summer of 1973, Philip got a call from Uncle Eric: “Philip, 
lve been looking at the map, and Massawippi is a lot 
closer than Sherbrooke. | don’t want you to take my 
place, but | want you to come on the board.” 


Philip did so, and he has been a trustee or director 
ever since, including chairing the executive committee 
from 1980 to 1989, chairing the board of trustees from 
1989 to 1996 and chairing the Red & White Educational 
Foundation from 2006 to 2021. He has been involved 
in almost every aspect of school governance over the 
years, including overseeing major gifts for the 21* Cen- 
tury Campaign, which saw the construction of Webster 
House, and co-chairing Campaign Stanstead, which led 
to the Pat Burns Arena. 


Philip Webster never attended Stanstead College. He 
attended Selwyn House in Montreal, and over the years 
Websters have been more likely to enroll there or at 
Bishop’s College School. Only in the past decade or so 
have members of the family attended Stanstead College. 


And yet, Philip never felt that the governance of 
Stanstead College was an obligation. It was, in fact, 
a place where he felt he could make a difference. 


“There was a period when Stanstead was known as the 
school of last resort,” he recalls. “Boys who had been 
kicked out of other places ended up at Stanstead. 
Uncle Eric felt that the school needed some help. 

He was on the board of both Stanstead and BCS, and 
his sons went to BCS, but his heart was at Stanstead. 
lm sure he probably helped BCS financially a bit, but 
he helped Stanstead a lot.” 


Philio was able to sustain his commitment to Stanstead 
over five decades not only because he involved himself 
in almost all aspects of school life but because there was 
a lot to work on: opting out of government funding in 
the wake of Bill 101; reverting to co-ed status; breaking 
with the United Church. And then there were the serious 
efforts to stem declining enrolment and manage the 
sometimes dire financial difficulties faced in the 80s, all 
the while striving to build the school’s reputation. 


But despite the turbulent times and uncertain future, 
governing the school was never a burden, Philip says, 
nor was it ultimately that difficult. This, he says, was due 
to the people around him. 


“It was a very collegial group,” he says of the board. 

“We had to make tough decisions, but they were sort 

of logical decisions and what we had to do. We also had 
very good leadership, especially that long period of time 
with [former head of school Barry Gallant].” 


In fact, besides doing good work - helping a school 
that needed help - it’s been Philip's relationships 

with people that have sustained his enthusiasm for 
Stanstead over the years. He counts among his friends 
Mike Wolfe, Dugie Ross, Jonathan Cowen and Joseph 
Levy, to name a few. 


One of the things he is most proud of, he says, is 
negotiating with Montreal’s English universities to accept 
Stanstead’s graduates directly out of Grade 12. Philip 
also had a significant hand in working with the Town 

of Stanstead in order to receive the federal-provincial 
funding that would lead to the construction of the Pat 
Burns Arena. The school’s endowment has also grown 
significantly under his stewardship. 


This Homecoming, Philip Webster will be honoured with a 
pathway at the back of the recently redesigned campus, 
which will be known as “Philip's Way.” The project was 
announced at the school’s 150th Gala in Montreal in May. 


“l'm chuffed,” he says of the tribute, which took him 
completely by surprise. “I should have been a little suspi- 
cious as to why there were so many of my family there.” 


Philip plans to carry on as a trustee and as a member of 
the executive committee and remain an active member 
of the governing community. 


“Stanstead has always been very high on my list of 
charities,” he says. “I’ve really enjoyed my association 
with it and seeing where the school is now compared to 
where it was 50 years ago and to think | had a small part 
to play in it.” 
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A Short History of Websters | 


Andrew D. Webster (1826- 1910) - One of the original 
trustees when Stanstead Wesleyan College was trans- 
ferred to the Montreal Conference of the Methodist 
Church of Canada in 1876. 


Sen. Lorne C. Webster (1871-1941) - Son of Andrew 
Webster, Senator Webster joined the board of trustees 
in 1921 and remained a member until his death. He was 
a generous contributor to various building campaigns 
on campus. 


Colin W. Webster (1902-1985) - Son of Senator 
Webster, Colin W. Webster was a member of the board 
of trustees from 1944 to 1950, serving as treasurer for 
four years. 


Eric T. Webster (1916-2003) 

- Son of Senator Webster, Eric T. 
Webster joined the board in 1949 
and served as chair from 1964-1975. 
He remained honorary chair until 
his death in 2003. He served in 

the RCAF during WWII and then 
entered business in the Eastern 
Townships. He also served as chair 
of the Sherbrooke Protestant Board 
of School Commissioners and 
Bishop's College School. 


R. Howard Webster (1910-1990) 

- Son of Senator Webster. While 
never serving as trustee, R. Howard 
Webster was a generous benefac- 
tor, both personally and through his 
foundation. 


Lorne C. Webster 
(1928-2004) - Son of 
Colin Webster, Lorne 
Webster joined the 
board in 1963 and 

was chair from 1978 

to 1980. In addition to 
serving as president of 
Prenor Group insur- 
ance company, he was 
also a founding direc- 
tor and financier of the 
Montreal Expos.
